Governor Smith in a statement 
yesterday answered attacks ‘made 
against him by Lieut. Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt. which were begun in Colo- 
nel Roosevelt’s keynote speech at the 
Republican State Convention in 
Rochester in September and have 
been continued since in ° desultory 
fashion through speeches in this city, 
the most recent one having been de- 
livered_ at Public School 179 early 
this week. 

About half of the Governor’s state- 
ment is devoted to defense of his 
financial policy. In this part of his 
answer the Governor covers ground 
which he has gone over again and 
again in answer to attacks by the 
Republican speakers. The other half 
is‘ devoted to Roosevelt’s @harges on 
county investigations and the aécu- 
sation that the-Governor, closed his 
eyes to. the prevalence of vice and 
gambling in Albany under a Dem- 
ocratic city régime, thus laying him- 
self open to charges of acquiescence 
in’such practices when they were fos- 
tered by the “annex of “Tammany 
Hall,’ as the Colonel has’ declared 


the Democratic i ge sk in “Al- 
bany to be.

Governor t thé’ end of his 
statement told Colonel Roosevelt that 
he was doing himself no, good and 
was doing something harmful to the 
progress of orderly government in 
meking “misstatements,” in view of 
the fact that he was’ believed by 
many people to know what he. was 
talking about. 

“Quit the job of trying to pull the 
red-hot political chestnuts out of 
the fire for the discredited. leaders 
of. your old,’ broken-down, dilapi- 
dated, corrupt Republican machine,” 
was the Governor’s closing advice to 
Bh Gy . R.,” as the Colonel is 
called by his friends. :

subject to his power of removal. He 
asserts that in every instance where 
such charges were forthcoming, they 
were followed by vigorous action on 
his part. 


Governor Smith’s Reply. 
The Governor’s statement follows: 


The people of the State of New 
York are engaged in a campaign on 
nine proposed amendments -to .the 
Constitution, many of which are of 
very grave impo:‘ance to the: fu- 
ture welfare and well-being of the 
State, and it must seem strange to 
them that Colone.

The reasons for the arrest of M.

DEATH SHIP’S CREW 
TOLD OF LAST FOOD 
Message Found ... on... Japanese 


Craft Which Drifted Across the 
Pacific Was Written March 6. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Nov. 2 (®).—A 
Story of privation and slowly-awaited 
"death was told in a message, tran- 
scribed today, from the crew of the 
ill-fated Japanese fishing smack, 
Ryo Yei' Maru, who starved after 
drifting nearly a year at sea. 

The note was formally written, 
though barely decipherable, on a piece 
of cedar on which it had been writ- 
ten. After naming the officers and 
crew, it reads as. follows: 

*‘We, the above-named twelve per- 
sons, departed from Misaki, Kana- 
gawa Prefecture, on Dec. 5, fifteenth 
year of Taisho (1926). While at work 
fishing, a part of the engine was 
broken;..eight..bushels of rice which 
we had on board have been exhaust- 
ed. No ships have passed us. All 
hope is gone and death only is to be 
awaited. Written on March 6.” 

Mariners marveled that the ship 

could have drifted nearly a year 
without: being sighted.-The craft was 
taken in.tow to Seattle today, and a 
suit for salvage claims was expected 
to be filed in Federal Court by the 
owners of the freighter Margaret 
Dollar. 
- The. bodies of two of the victims, 
last survivors of the crew, were to 
be cremated here before being sent 
to Japan for burial. Physicians said 
cannibalism undoubtedly had ‘been 
practiced before the last two men 
were overtaken by death. 

Navy officers here were investi- 
pen the probable drift of the ship. 

t was believed the vessel was in the 
Japanese current, taking a course 
to the south and swinging north to 
the Washington coast. Over. this 
course it would have drifted 1,000 
miles further than along the Great 
Circle route from Japan.

The statute, Mr. Tuttle said, should 
not — proof of actual knowl- 
edge of theft as it regards receivers, 
and it should throw wu the re- 
ceiver the burden of explanation. He 
added that because.of the absence of 
any arbitrary requirement of cor- 
roboration, ‘‘prosecutions in the Fed- 
eral courts are sure to be more ef- 
fective than in State courts.’’

FIRE ON TOP OF HOTEL 
FAILS TO STIR GUESTS 


Few Leave Rooms in Commodore 
—Theatre Costumes Barn in 
Broadway Building. 





A fire that started early yesterday 
morning ifi am @élevator car on the 
top floor of’ the Hotel Commodore, 
Lexington Avéenieé and Forty-second 
Street, spread to an adjoining valet 
shop.

The fire apparently started in the 
O. Kay Club on the second floor and 
burned up through the roof. The

time before the fire was discovered.

Half of Inmates in Correctional

Grand Jury Gets to’ Work. 


The Grand Jury went into session 
at il'o’clock this morning, a few 
minutes after Justice Siddons had 
declared the Fall-Sinclair conspiracy 
case at an end, so far as this term 
of court is concerned. On Priday, 
the Government will ask Justice’ Si 
dons to fix a date for another trial, 
and will suggest the first weék in 
January as the time for it to begin.

By the declaration of a mistrial, 
on the charge of criminal conspiracy, 
FALL and SINCLAIR, brothers ° in 
fraud and corruption, will have some 
weeks to wait before facing another 
petty jury. Meanwhile,.the-curious 
sociological-interest a close agent of 
SINCLAIR’S, took in the majority of the 
members of the ‘jury just dismissed 
is under investigation by a Grand 
Jury. Justice SIDDONS’s refusal to 
lock up the jury has been criticized, 
but this may have been caused. by 
the reported fury of the locked-up 
jury in the Fall-Doheny trial. “The 
juror accused of foolish talk might 
have escaped ‘auditors; but if he or 
any other juror was dissatisfied: or 
discontented or inclined to listen 
negligently or to make’ a pecuniary 
use of his position, seclusion bearer 
have had no effect. : 

As yet, we may look lightly on an 
affidavit against one. juror, which, 
if true in every word, might plausi- 
bly: be explained as ‘humor”in bad 
taste, or the chatter of a.man unduly. 
elated by his first and sudden im- 
portance. So far it is not this jury, 
still less is it the jury systein, that 
is atfault. It is the effort, inex- 
plicable save on the basest motives, 
to put a net of inquisition around 
the habits and relations, the asso- 
ciates and friends, the business and 
property, of most members of the 
jury. From the moment of ‘selec- 
tion every member but one was 
watched by a detective for Various 
lengths of time, according to the 
Government affidavits. As many as 
sixteen detectives were employed at 
once. Money was no.object. _What 
was the purpose of this surveillance ? 
For whose benefit ‘was it under- 
taken? 

The “fixing” of a single juror 
was énough. To whom does this 
generous wholesale ardor of inquiry 
point? Why is it exactly his Man 
Friday to whom the “shadowers” 
report? So. to ask is not to pre- 
judge. It is to keep in mind the 
earlier record and to insist on the 
orderly development and unity of 
character. If a man with ample 
wealth, and no emuvarrassing scru- 
ples, bound to get what he wants, 
bought and paid for a Secretary cf 
the | Interior, why should he hoggle 
at tampering with a jury? The 
penalty is greater than that for con- 
sp‘zacy to defraud the Government. 
He may escape it. He may escape 
the other penalty. A deeper and 
more lasting punishment he cannot 
escape. \Vhatever the technicalities 
of the law or the weakness or worse 
of any juryman, he has ‘made him- 
self a figure.of public infamy.

There is really no more reason to 
expect: an early. general election in 
Great Britain than there was before 
the Conservatives lost so many seats 
in the choice of municipal councilors. 
Prime Minister BALDWIN holds his 
big majority in the Commons intact, 
even if amid much- discontent and 
grumbling, and his Government can- 
not be forced’ out in the immediate 
future. He could hold on for more 
than two years yet, but there is a 
prejudice against a Government 
staying in office for the full possible 
term of five years. At the latest, 
therefore, a. general election should 
be looked for early in 1929. . It may 
come at the end of 1928. The choice 
of time will remain in the hands of 
the Government. 

An indication of what the Libéral 
‘Party expects may be seen in the 
recent statement by Sir HERBERT 
SAMUEL, the head of the Liberal.Or- 
ganization Committee. He made it 
in connection with the recent turning 
over to the party by Mr. LiLoyD 
GEORGE of $1,500,000, or so, from-his 
famous private war-chest. This sum 
is counted upon to help pay the elec- 
tion expenses of: some 500 Liberal 
candidates for the next Parliament. 
But Sir HERBERT SAMUEL declared 
that the amount would not be suffi- 
cient to cover the party outlay in the 
maintenance of. headquarters, &c., 
“during the next two years.” That 
seems to be the time which the Lib- 
erals think must elapse before there 
can be a géneral election. Sir HErR- 
BERT appealed for generous subscrip- 
tions from all interested Liberals, 
stating with significant emphasis 
that his committee is unanimous in 
believing that “the Liberal Party 
‘ought not to be dependent for its 
“financial strength upon a single 
“ source.” Unless this might be re- 
garded as a fling at LLOYD GEORGE, 
he added that that gentleman was 
strongly of the same opinion. How 
much money LLOYD GEORGE still has 
left in his strong box is not known. 
But his enemies are saying that it is 
fully enough for him to use in 
financing some other party, or in 
striking up some kind of political 
alliance, in case the Liberal horses, 
which he ‘is now’ backing, do not 
come in winners in the next great 
electoral race.

The British Admiralty hastened to 
deny · HECTOR BYWATER’S . statement 
that Great Britain contemplates the 
heaviest naval construction since the 
war.

WATER’S' list of ships planned is not 
so formidable as it sounds at first:

Are they. in keeping 
with the theme of Earnest Calkins’s article 
in the August Atlantic Monthly, ‘“‘Beauty of 
the New Business Tool’’? 

National and local advertisers are continu- 
ally introducing something new in art and 
typography. Some advertisers, perhaps we 
might call them wise or frugal, omit borders, 
knowing the cut-off rule will. be contributed 
by the medium. 

Think of the shop time required for the 
no-account cut-off rule—a nonpareil lead, a 
cut-off rule, then another lead«goes between 
ads. Remember the make-up man must have 
cut-offs and leads ready, or cut them, when 
necessary, for ads of one to eight-column 
width.

‘was made today shortly. after’ the 
eight owners or their repedsentalives 
had gone into session at the Con- 
gress Hotel. 


In reality it wasn’t an-election be- | 


cause. there were no other candidates 
in‘ the field, s> it was merely a 
mattér of releasing a secret that the 
league magnates, had held since,last 
July when —— Bancroft Johnson 
Webelos tbetertel definite’ date for re- 
tirement. Bacnard was agreed upon 
as — ag! that time. 

signed a_ three-year contract as 
President of the league, . but..the 
amount of his salary was not dis- 
closed. It is uaidéeatbod. however, 
that he will receive $40,000 @ year, 
thé. same as Johnson was rece ving 
up to.the time-of ‘his retirement. 


Harridge Gets New Post. 


The league owners also. elected 
William Harridge Secretary of the 
league, a newly. created. position, as 
Johnson formerly cénducted all hives 
offices of President,..Treasurer and 
Secretary. Harridge, who also re- 
ceived a three-year contract, had 


acted-as private secretary to "John- 


won. for the last fifteen years. 

With that much of their business 
disposed of, the magnates proceeded 
to frame resolutions extolling the vir- 
tues of their former chief, and Bar- 
natd promised never to forsake the 
high — established by his prede- 
ce

inheritance.in the high ideals created 
for it by a great leader,’’ said Bar- 
nard,’* ‘‘and the organization must 
keep. these ideals constantly in mind 
as a guide to the successful conduct 
of its, affairs. 

‘The rise of the American League 
from,a humble beginning to its pres- 
ent strength and affluence has been 
largely due to Mr. Johnson’s demand 
for — sportsmanlike conducet on 
the playing field and his vigorous 
handling of gen situation that men- 
aced the integrity of the sport. 

“During the. twenty-five years in 
which it has ‘been my privilege to 
have an; active, part in the affairs of 
the:organization, I have always been 
in thorough accord with these princi- 
ples, and as long as I am at the head 
of the American League there will 
be no change fh this general policy. 


Resolution Adopted. 

The following resolution was adopt- 
ed by the club owners: 

‘‘Be it.resolved, that the American 
League hereby expresses its recogni- 
tion and appreciation of the long 
and valuable services. rendered by 
Mr. Johnson to the league as its 
President, Secretary and Treasurer, 
and to the game of baseball, and ex- 
tends to him its earnest wish that he 
may be restored to health and enjoy 
many years of well-earned peace and 
comfort.’’ 

All ¢lubs of the league voted ‘for 
this resolution with the exception of 
the White Sox.’ Thus Charles. A. 
Comiskey, who founded -the leagus 
with Johnson and then later broke 
with him following the Black’ Sox 
scandal, carried his feud.to the end. 
Comiskey, who is in ill health, did 
not attend the session, but was rep- 
resented by Harry Grabiner, -Secre- 
tary of the White Sox, and his son, 
Louis Comiskey.

Decrease 
in coal traffic as compared with last 
year was less than one-half of the 
week’s total reduction; all classes of 
freight except grain and live stock 
were smaller, and the décrease’in 
loadings of miscellaneous goods and 
general merchandise was nearly half 
as large as that in coal. 

The first of the monthly ‘‘com- 
modity index numbers’’ showed no 
important change during October, 
éither in the general average or in 
the separate groups. Bradstreet re- 
ports an average rise of 8% per cent. 
since July 1, but the comparison is 
slightly misléading, because it was 
brought about almost wholly by the 
particularly rapid rise in leather and 
textile goods. Metal prices, for in- 
stance, are lower than in midsum- 
mer. The Iron Age calculates, in its 
weekly review of the trade, that the 
past week’s further decline in price 
of iron has brought it to the lowest 
in more than eleven years, but that 
steel remains above the low point of 
1922. It does not see evidence of ex- 
panding activity in steel, but on the 
contrary reports a slight decrease in 
rate of operation as November opens. 
The statement of iron production in 
October showed decréase both from 
September and from a year ago, and 
last month’s output was lower than 
that of 1925.
